to investigate, We cannot relax in the racial or civil rights fields nor can 
we cut back on Agent personnel assigned to our applicant recruitment 
program, Furthermore, we must maintain our current investigative posture 
with respect to La Cosa Nostra as directed by President Nixon. 1 


We must evaluate all our goals and set up priorities which take into 
account our available manpower, Membership in SDS ranges somewhere 
between 8,000 (the number of paid up members in the National Organization 
of SDS) and 40, 000 (claimed by SDS leaders), Membership 1s probably 
somewhere in between -- but is increa .

Permit was also requested to 
hold a massive march on Saturday, Cctober 11, 1969, which 
would proceed from the 137 ٣:٣ Square, to General Logan's 
statue in Grant Park, In addition, a request was made for 
permission for their lawyers to remain ət police stations 
during demonstrations in order to handle legal watters and 
prevent police brutality to those who might be arrested,

He statod the question of violence, as far as 
we can tell thoro is always a question cf baw much police 
provocation there will be. These people will bo coming to 
Chicago a lot better prepared than they were last year. 
There has been organizing all over the country this sumer 
into discinline groups and they will be coming understanding 
what the possibilitios are and exactly what tho situation is 
going to be. They will have the understanding that people 
may get burt and people will probably be getting arrested. 


He stated they were not ‘ntercstod in getting 
people hut or getting thom arrested, but were intecestcd 
in creating focus on the things that have caused alienation 
among the young people that is so evident in the high schools, 
on the college campuses and in the Streets of this country. 
He stated there will be bail funds, legal help, medical 
centers and first aid care available for each demonstration. 
He stated that again as a reason they were asking for per- 
mits in order to protect their people. 


Lerner also mentioned that he was arrested several 
times during the Cerocratic Convention held last year, but 
was not injured to any degree. 


He stated that they do not want the demonstrations 
to be attacked and they do not want any unnecessary violence 
and there will be no weapons brought to Chicago, :
